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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Tlie newly proposed limitation to claims 1 and 13 that the connecting part extends along a single minor part only 
of "the edge of the blank" is unclear. The only edge of the blank previously defined in the respective claim is the edge of the first end of the 
blank. The mutual edge of the first panel and the edge of the second panel were not defined in terms of the blank. Since the first end edge 
of the blank is apparently being referred to, it is unclear how the connecting part extends along this edge. Also, if Applicant considers "the 
edge of the blank" to be referring to one of the mutual edge or the edge of the second panel, the newly proposed limitation would be 
indefinite since three edges of the blank were previously defined, i.e. which of the three is referred to? It is noted that the newly proposed 
limitaiton does not appear to define over the Wasyluka construction, even if entered and corrected of the apparent indefiniteness. The two 
panels in Wasyluka clearly include a connecting part adjacent an end of the blank which extends along a single minor part only of the 
mutual or second edge of the respective panel, and the minor connecting part (connecting flaps 21,21' between end edge 22 and the cut 
between flaps 21, 21' and flaps 20, 20') connects the first and second panels along a minor part thereof.
